BATTLE WITH CONVICTS. 



After Desperate Efforts the Captain 
and Crew Were Rescued. 



Three Were Kltled and Three Others 
Seriously Wounded. 



Norfolk, Va., Dec. 30. — After being 
imprisoned on the wrecked oil steam- 
er Northeastern, nine miles off Cape 
Hatteras for 36 hours, Capt. Wilder 
and his crew of 21 men were taken 
ashore at noon Thursday by the crews 
of Kinnakeet, Creeds Hill and Hatter- 
as life saving stations. 

The big steamer is pounding Dia- 
mond Shoals under a terrific sea and 
the crew’ say will be a total loss. In 
a bewildering fog Tuesday night the 
Northeastern, on her way up the coast 
from Port Arthur, Tex., to New York, 
wdth a cargo of crude petroleum, shov- 
ed her prow into the deadly sands of! 
Hatteras and w’as fast in the clutches 
of the grave yard of shipping before 
her crew realized what had happened. 
This was at 11 o’clock and before day 
had come the gale that swept over 
the country from the middle west had 
struck the sea and waves were crash- 
ing over the helpless vessel inces- 
santly. 

The force of the wind and tide 
threw her on her port beam and the 
flood of water extinguished her fires 
before her inflammable cargo could 
become ignited. Had this not been 
the case, the 22 men aboard the North- 
eastern would have met a horrible fate. 
When morning dawned the wreck w’as 
sighted by the life savers. She was 
nine miles off shore and the water be- 
tween W’as a seething mass of moun- 
tainous waves so that the bfe guards 
had to stand by and w’atch the big 
ship being pounded by the waves as 
helpless to aid those on board as the 
crew was to aid itself. 

Wednesday night preparations were 
begun to make desperate efforts in 
the morning to reach the ship. Th^ 
crews of Creeds Hill and Kinnakeek 
life savers w’ere summoned and Thurs- 
day morning at sunup the life savers 
began their attempts to get a surf boat 
through the heavy seas. 

Again and again the staunch life- 
boats were sent head-on into the sea 
only to be hurled back on the beach. 
After a three-hour struggle, at 9 
o’clock three lifeboats w’ere safely 
across the breakers and battling with 
the outside seas on their way to the 
steamer. When the surfmen reached 
the wreck they were confronted with 
a problem of great danger and diffi- 
culty. The sea, while it had subsided 
to some extent, was still in angry 
mood and the little lifebeats were be- 
ing tossed like cockleshells about the 
helpless mass of steel. Lines were, 
finally strung between the boats and 
the Northeastern and after much trou- 
ble every man was taken from the 
vessel in safety. . • 

The Northeastern is an ocean steam- 
ship built of steel in Chicago in 1901, 
and is owned by C, Counselman, of 
Cincinnati. She is 256 feet long, 42.02 
feet beam and 26.5 depth. 



Folsom, Cal., Dec. 30. — Seven of nine 
convicts at the state prison made ,a 
break for liberty Thursday and as a 
result three are dead and three are 
in a critical condition from bullet 
wounds. 

CapL R. J. Murphy, a prison official, 
was wounded by a shot in the leg and 
received two slight knife wounds. 

The convicts who engaged in the 
break were all employed in the rock 
crusher, where 325 of the most des- 
perate prisoners were at work. CapL 
Murphy was acting as general over- 
seer about the rock crusher, and four 
other prison attaches, I. Daly, A. Ho- 
gan, Charles L. Taylor and Charles 
Jolly were employed as “pushers” to 
keep the men at work. A large sledge 
hammer was thrown into the crusher, 
causing the ponderous machine to 
come to a standstill. This attracted 
Capt, Murphy, Charles Jolly and Tay- 
lor to the place immediately. 

Thereupon the desperate convicts 
rushed to seize Murphy, Jolly and Tay- 
lor. They succeeded in catching the 
two first named. The others endeav- 
ored to take the other free man, who 
escaped them. During this time the 
scene of trouble was under cover and 
the guards on the outside could not 
sec the struggling men, although they 
soon had an intimation that something 
was wrong. The convicts, with their 
captives, made their w’ay towards a 
small post commanded by Guard W. H. 
Harris, who was armed with a rifle. 
Five of the gang surrounded Capt. 
Murphy and two of them had Jolly. 
The convicts had knives in position 
for immediate execution should the 
guards attempt to free themselves. 

They had no sooner stepped into 
the open than the seven guards com- 
menced firing, and within 20 seconds 
fully 100 shots had been fired and 
seven convicts were on the ground 
helpless. 

At the time the first shot was fired 
Warden Yell was in his office. He 
rushed to the bluff overlooking the 
prison and thence down near the 
scene. He signalled the guards to con- 
tinue shooting and put his revolver 
into operation also, at the same time 
giving orders to the remaining con- 
victs who were crouching behind rocks 
and in other safe places to line up 
and march in. This they did in quick 
order. The appearance of the war- 
den in the mjdst of the fighting gave 
the guards encouragement to carry 
out his orders. During all the trouble 
only one Gatling gun was brought in- 
to play and that oniy to frighten the 
participants.

Intense Hatred Exists Between Soma 
of Opposing Forces in Trenches 
Close Together in the Vi- 
cinity of Mukden. 



The Steamer Pretoria, With Dr. Chad' 
wick on Board, Was Sighted 
South of Fire Island Sat- 
urday Morning.' ■ 



Tokio, Dec. 30. — The headquarters 
of the army besieging Port Arthur tel- 
egraphs that on the night of Decem- 
ber 28, after the occupation of Rih- 
lung fort, a small body of Russians 
still offered resistance in the passage 
between the siege gun line and the 
gorge. 

At 3 o’clock in the morning they 
were dislodged entirely and the occu- 
pation of the fort became secure. 

According to the statement of three 
prisoners the defenders of Fort Rih- 
lung numbered about 500 beside some 
sailors. A majority of the defenders 
were killed. 

The trophies captured with Fort 
Rihlung Include four large caliber 
guns, seven small caliber guns, 37 
milimeter guns, two machine guns and 
much property as yet unenumerated. 

Rihlung fort, situated on Rihlung 
mountain, formed part of the inner 
circle of the chain of forts defending 
Port Arthur. Rihlung is situated 
about two miles from the outskirts of 
the town of Port Arthur, from w'hich 
it bears due northeast. The fort just 
captured is a mile and a half sourh- 
east of Keekwan fort, recently cai>- 
tured by the Japanese. The posses- 
sion of these two forts should make 
a most important breach in the forU- 
fleations of Port Arthur and cut off 
communication between the Golden 
Hill forts and the forts of the western 
section of the inner circle of fortifi- 
cations. 

Outside of the capture of 20.3-Meter 
hill on the western section of forts, 
little is ki.own M the exact positions 
occupied by the Japanese, but it would 
seem from the material available that 
the inner circle of forts is now cut 
in three pieces and that 203-Meter hill 
prohibits communication with the 
Liaotle section forts just as posses- 
sion of Rihlung and Keekwan forts 
cuts off communications with the 
Golden Hill forts, except by the many 
jndereround ways which are said to 
exist in various parts of the fortress. 
From Rihlung mountain, which is 
nearly opposite 203-Meter hill, it would 
appear that the Japanese fire will bo 
able to reach anything in the harbor 
and town which the Japanese heavy 
guns on 203-Meter hill are unable to 
hit, thus making it apparently impos- 
sible for the Russian second Pacific 
squadron to make any use of Port Ar- 
thur even should the Japanese con- 
tent themselves with holding tho 
strong positions they now occupy. 

Mukden, Dec. 30. — Cossacks Thurs- 
day brought in the body of Capt. Erl- 
daroff, a noted scout, who was killed 
in an attack on the village of Tifanty. 

Intense hatred exists between some 
of the opp%sing forces in trenches 
close together notwithstanding the 
friendly terms existing at other parts 
on the fronts of the two armies. The 
Japanese try to heat their shelters at 
advance positions with charcoal fires 
concealed in small braziers, so as to 
ehow no light. One of these recently 
was broken and the fire exposed th-y 
position of the Japanese picket. The 
whole party were immediately wiped 
©nt by a furious Russians flr^. 



Cleveland, O., Dec. 30. — It was re- 
liably stated Thursday night that Mrs. 
Cassje L. Chadwick will be released 
on bail within a few days. At least 
an effort will be made in that direc- 
tion. Mrs. Chadwick herself has ex- 
pressed her desire to terminate her 
residence in the county’s bastile, and 
according to her attorney. Jay P. Daw- 
ley, on Wednesday, she alone has the 
deciding vote in the bail question. 

“Bail can be given in ample quan- 
tity,” declared Dawley. “We have it. 
It Is assured if she wants it. The 
minute she wants to she will be re- 
leased on bail. Does she want to? I 
do not know. But it is up to her.” 

And Mrs. Chadwick has cast her 
vote for the affirmative. She is re- 
ported to have said Thursday night 
that her original reasons for refusing 
bail no longer exist, and that she is 
now ready to avail herself of the prof- 
fered offer. 

New York, Dec. 31. — The steamer 
Pretoria from Hamburg, Dover and 
Boulogne, bearing Dr. Leroy S. Chad- 
wick, of Cleveland, husband of Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick, as a passenger, 
was sighted southeast of Fire Island 
Saturday morning. 

Cleveland, O., Dec. 31. — The bulle- 
tin announcing the sighting of the 
steam.ship Pretoria off Fire Island was 
given to a deputy sheriff at the county 
jail Saturday morning. He took it im- 
mediately to Mrs. Chadwick, who was 
asleep. When awakened and inform- 
ed of the vessel’s safety, Mrs. Chad- 
wick said she was glad to hear the 
news as she had worried some over 
the delay in the vessel’s arrival.

The little prince of Piedmont, unlike 
his sisters. Princesses Yolanda and Ma- 
falda, is being nursed by his mother. 
Queen Helene reluctantly gave the other 
children up to the nurse, out when the 
long-hoped-for heir to the throne ar- 
rived she absolutely refused to let any 
other than herself give him nourish- 
ment. 

King Leopold, of Belgium, has ap- 
pointed Henry Gabriels, bishop of the 
Catholic diocese of Ogdensburg, an offi- 
cer of the Royal Order of Leopolds, 
which was founded by the first king of 
Belgium. This honor recognizes the 
labors of Bishop Gabriels In his writ- 
ings on various subjects published in 
Belgium and the services frequently ex- 
tended by him to emigrants from Bel- 
gium to this country. 

Lord Charles Beresford, the comman- 
der- in-chlef of the Channel fleet, is as 
popular in political circles as he is in 
the navy. In the house of commons his 
speeches were always Invariably good- 
humored, and marked with sound com- 
mon sense. On one occasion Lord 
Charles created a roar of laughter by 
explaining how he would deal with cap- 
tured slave traders. ‘I’d give these men 
a fair ti ial, Mr. Speaker,” said he, “and 
then I’d hang them!” 

When she was Consuelo Vanderbilt 
the duchess of Marlborough had a sweet 
voice — not remarkable for its timbre, 
but pleasing — and she used to shock her 
musical instructors a little by display- 
ing a decided liking for the quaint 
melodies of the old plantation darkies. 
Now, even ajs a stately and dignified 
duchess, she loves to sing these old bal- 
lads and the more modern ‘coon” songs 
for the entertainment of her friends, 
and she has made the melodies so popu- 
lar they have become all the rage in the 
families of the nobility. The duchess 
of Westminster has taken them up, and 
so has Princess Henry, of Pless.

THE COAL SHIPMENT. 



About Seven Million Bushels Were 
Sent South From Pittsburg. 



Pittsburg. Dec. 31. — Hardly had the 
channel of the Ohio river at Merry- 
man been cleared after the accident 
to the Crescent’s tow, and navigation 
reopened Friday, than the Clyde, of 
the Clyde Coal Co., sunk a coal boat 
and a flat at the same point and as a 
result further coal shipments on the 
present rise are improbable. The se- 
ries of accidents within the past few 
days have kept the shipments far be- 
low the amount expected. 

The obstruction at Merr.vraan will 
not be removed until Saturday, aud, 
as the rivers are beginning to fall, the 
coal companies are not making prep- 
arations for sending any more fleets 
down the river. The total shipments 
during the rise amounted to about 
seven million bushels of coal and sev- 
en model barges of wire and nails. 
There remain more than 15,000,000 
bushels of coal loaded in the harbor 
and pools.

THE CHANNEL BLOCKED. 



Four Coal Boats Containing 100,009 
Bushels of Coal Sunk! 



Pittsburg, Dec. 30. — The channel of 
the Ohio river was completely blocke 1 
and all coal shipments stopped after 
5 o’clock Thursday afternoon by an 
accident to the tow of the Crescent, 
of the People’s Coal Co., which sank 
four coal boats containing 100,000 
bushels of coal at Merriman. The 
wreckage is being dynamited and 
shipments will be resumed Friday. 

A total of 1,785,000 bushels of coal 
were sent out of the harbor Thursday 
and with the exception of about 175.- 
000 bushels belonging to the Cres- 
cent’s tow, all this fuel is now well 
under way for the southern markets. 
Friday the Sprague and the Jim Wood 
will leave with about 1,000,000 bushels 
while the shipments of the independ- 
ent companies is expected to raise the 
day’s shipments to 1,500,000 bushels.

Porter’s successor, but at this time 
no announcement of his decision can

ALLEGED FRAUDS, 



Colorado Snpreme Court Or(lei*s 
Invesrijration of Election. 



To Open Denver Ballot Boxes — Regis- 
tration Lists, Campaign Expendi- 
tures and All Election Mat- 
ters to Be,.4nvestigated. 

Denver, Dec. 31. — Stretching its 
hand so as to cast a shadow over ev- 
ery man and woman in any way im- 
plicated in election frauds of the city 
and county ot Denver on or before or 
after November 8, the supreme court 
Friday ordered an investigation so 
sweeping in its scope that every phase 
of the election may be scrutinized and 
everything that bears in any way up- 
on the election may be made known 
by judicial inquiry. 

Alva Adams, democratic candidate 
for governor, who appeared from thd 
returns to have been elected, but w'ho 
has declared that he does not want the 
office tainted with fraud, asked the 
court to open every Denver ballot box, 
but the order of the court goes be- 
yond the mere examination of the bal- 
lots and provides for an investigation 
of the registration lists, the campaign 
expenditures and in brief all electioa 
matters. 

Attorney Samuel W. Bedford, for 
Adams, and Attorney Henry J. Hosey, 
for the republicans, asked’ the court 
to make its order of such breadth that 
the court need not stop at anything in 
the investigation. The court said that 
was what it meant to do and instruct- 
ed the lawyers to agree upon tho 
wording of the order and present it to 
the court for approval next Tuesday 
morning. 

As there are 204 ballot boxes it is 
evident that several months will be 
consumed in the examination of their 
contents by the tw'o handwriting ex- 
perts to be appointed for this work. 

It is expected that the supreme 
court w'ill be asked to make an order 
placing special watchers at the court- 
house to guard the registration books 
until such time as the investigation is 
made. 

“There are probably 20,000 fraudu- 
lent registrations on the books of the 
city and county of Denver.” said At- 
torney James H. Brown, the principal 
adviser of the republican city central 
committee. 

F. A. 'Williams, chairman of the re- 
publican committee, has published the 
following statement over his signar 
ture: 

. “Our investigation into the conduct 
of the recent election in Denver has 
developed the fact that approximately 
20,000 fraudulent votes were cast or 
counted for Alva Adams in this city. 
There is now no reasonable doubt that 
Gov. Peabody and the entire republic- 
an state ticket was fairly elected on 
November 8, by the votes of a largo 
majority of the legal voters of this 
state.” 

What effect, if any, the court’s ac- 
tion Friday will have upon the course 
of the legislature in respect to can- 
vassing the vote for governor and de- 
termining whether Peabody or Adams 
is entitled to the leat has not become 
apparent.

THE ARTICULATED OAR. 

An Ingenious Invention That Is Being 
Widely Talked About 
in France. 

Nantes, France. — An ingenious in- 
vention. which may or may not be al- 
ready known in the United States, 
is being talked about just now In the 
French journals. It Is an articulated 
oar for rowboats, which enables the 
rower to row his boat while facing in 
the direction in which he is moving in- 
stead of turning his back, as the old 
system requires. The inventor is M. 
Doyen, of 66 Rue de Namur, Brussels, 
Belgium. 

It is claimed for this invention that 
while permitting the rower to face in the 
direction in which he desires to propel 
the boat, it does not in any other man- 
ner affect the old system of rowing or 
weaken the effect of the stroke. Con- 
sequently, no training or practice is re- 
quired to enable any oarsman to use
